PENNILESS, HOMELESS 


One Had Sent Last Money to Stu- 
dent Son at Heidelberg. 


GO TO THEATRE, THEN DEATH 


End Lives in Bare Flat—Were Dispos- 
sessed—Write of Their Troubles 
and Ask Forgiveness. 


Upon the bare floor ‘of their dismantled 


| flat in the apartment building at 388 East 


Fifty-first Street, from which they had 
been dispossessed two days before, Louise 


Abel and Valerie Siiss were found dead 


yesterday morning. The room was full of 


gas, and two rubbér tubes, leading from 
the chandelier to their mouths, showed the 
munner of their death. 

According to the police, the women were 


sister. Louise, the elder, was about thir- 
ty-eight years of age and a widow. Valerie 
was seven years her junior and unmarried. 
Louise was tall and dark, her sister light, 
both in complexion and weight. Both were 
good looking. They came to America from 
Vienna. 

Among their few effects was a paper 
which read: ** Received from Mrs. H. Abel, 
$195.85—Paul Tausig, Nov. 11."" The money 
appeared to have been’ paid for transmis- 
sion to Austria. This was the very day 
upon which the dispossess notice was 
served upon them, and Coroner Jackson 
could hardly reconcile the receipt and their 
failure to pay rent until, on inquiry, he 
learned that Mrs, Abel had a delicate son, 
a student at Heidelberg, whom she was 
in the habit of sending money. 

“I believe that money, the last she could 
raise, was .the farewell offering of a 
mother,” he said, when this was made 
known to him 

In the right hand of the younger sister 
was found an open letter, written in Ger- 
man, Which, translated, read: 


To whoever finds: this ‘etter, kindly 
carry out our requests. We beg of you, 
for the love of humanity, do not separate 
us, for we have loved each other through 
life and have decided to die together. We 
have talked this over for a week and de- 
cidd that life is not worth living. Some 
] die. We are not. 

We haye had much trouble and very 
little joy and happiness in this world. Our 
last request is to bury us in one grave. 
If you: do our spirits will be happy.- For 
this consideration we give oup bodies for 
the benefit of medical selencef They may 
be of use to the medical profession, per- 
haps to Mount Sinai Hospital, Forgive us 
our faults, for we forgive those who have 
sinned against us. 

We leave money for you to send these 
letters. We beg of you, Mr. Rohkohl, [the 
janitor,)] to forgive us for causing you so 
much trouble and unpleasantness. We have 
lived long enough. We love all mankind, 
but nobody loved or care for us. Good-by 
all. LOUISE AND VALERIE. 

Inquiry at, the-@Partment house revealed 
the fact that “their furniture, which had 
been purchased from an installment house, 
had been forfeited by-their faflure to meet 
the payments thereon. 

The two women went to the house in 
August and engaged a flat on the second 


floor They were evidently women of re- 
finement, and were possessed of some jew- 
elry and quantities of costly clothing. They 
agreed to pay $28 a month for rent, and 
met the obligation promptly the ’ first 
month. When rent day came around the 
second time there was a hitch. Mrs. Abel 
explained that they had no money, but 
would settle when they could. : 

As the days stretched into weeks, and 
there was no money forthcoming the agent 
served them with a dispossess notice. She 
day after the service of this notice Mrs. 
Abel secured the money and settled for the 
rent, the notice then being rescinded. They

STEAMSHIP LINES END WAR. 


Peace Treaty Agreed To at a Conference 
—Rates to be Restored. 


BERLIN, Novy. 13.—The rate war between 
the transatlantic steamship companies over 
third-class rates, originating with the Cu- 
nard Company’s invasion of Hungarian ter- 
ritory; is now a thing of the past, a two 
days’ conference at which all the leading 
companies were represented having resulted 
in a treaty of peace. 

The exact terms of the agreement, which 
are subject to ratification by the Hungarian 
Government, have not been made public; 


but it is stated that the Cunard Company 
will join the Association of Continental 
Lines, so far as Continental traffic is con- 
cerned. The agreements formerly in exist- 
ence between the Cunard and Continental 
lines will be resumed, Continental rates will 
be restored immediately, and all war meas- 
ures withdrawn from to-day. 

Among the companies represented at the 
conference were the Hamburg-American, 
the North German Lloyd, the Compagnie 
Générale Transatlantique, the Cunard, the 
Red Star, and the Adria (Hungarian) Line 
About thirty representatives of the various 
steamship companies participated in the 
conference. , 

The following official statement has been 
issued: 

“Negotiations have been concluded, sub- 
ject to.the Hungarian Government's ap- 
proval, inasmuch as the Cunard Line will, 
with regard to their Continental traffic, 
join the Association of Continental Steam- 
ship Companies, and all war measures will 
be withdrawn from to-day and Continental 
rates will be restored immediately.” 

When the rate war which began with the 
west-bound steerage, from Liverpool, was 
precipitated by the Cunard Line, the regu- 
lar price of third-class accommodations 
from that port to New York, which was 
$27.50, was cut to $10. The cut was met by 
the International .Mercantile Marine, which 
anncunced a few days later a further re- 
duction to $7.50 to Philadelphia, on its ves- 
sels plying to that port. 

On Aug. 17 the Cunard Line made a 
sweeping reduction in west-bound saloon 
and second-class rates, reducing its Luca- 
nia and Campania minimum rates from 
$100 to $60, and the rates on its other ves- 
sels in proportion. This cut also was 
premptly met by the International Mercan- 
tile Marine, and later by the Anchor, North 
German Lloyd, Hamburg-American, and 
French Lines. It however led Herr Ballin 
of the Hamburg-American Line to under- 
take the work of pacification that has led 
to the present adjustment of the trouble. 


VATICAN ATTACHES VOTE. 


Disregard Order of Pius |X. and Partici. 
pate in Italian Elections. 


ROME, Noy. 13.—The second balloting for 
members of the Chamber of Deputies took 
place to-day. 

The participation of the Clericals was 
more pronguneed than last Sunday, even 
priests and monks tr'écclesiastical robes 
having voted, while in Rome numerous peo- 
ple attached to the Vatican went to the 
polls to vote against the Socialist leader, 
Ferri. 

This is considered a tacit but definite 
abandonment of the famous rule of the 
time of Pius IX. under which Catholics 
were forbidden to vote at Italian elections. 

Definite results will not be known until 
to-nrorrow, but to-night’s results confirm 
and emphasize the meaning of last Sun- 
day’s election, viz., condemnation of the 
general strike and its instigators. Ferri is 
beaten in Rome, receiving one-third less 
votes than his opponent. The Socialist ex. 
Deputy Chiesa, the organizer of the nay- 
vies. was beaten in Genoa Nofri, the or- 
ganizer of the railway employes, was 
beaten in Turin. Florence elected all the 
Constitutionalist candidates. Milan elected 
another Conservative. 

Altogether, up to midnight the extreme 
Left loses 28 seats. 

As Cardinal Oreglia, Dean of the Sacred 
College, was returning home to-day from 
the Vatican, and while his carriage slowed 
up because-of a congestion of traffic, a 
man named Marabini, aged twenty, spat 
in the Cardinal's face. The carriage 
stopped, and the secretary of the Cardinal 
and several citizens and policemen arrested 
the youth. 

At the Police Office Marabini explained 
that he had no personal rancor against 
Cardinal Oreglia. He was about to be 
locked up when a note came from the Car- 
dinal begging for his release and saying 
the Cardinal forgave him freely. 

There was an anti-Clerical election riot 
at Porto Maggiore, near Ferrara, one of 
the constituencies where Ferri was the 
candidate of the Interventionists. 

The Church vote was against Ferri, and 
this fact provoked a hostile demonstration 
by the Socialists, whose women violent]: 
attacked .ecclesiastics, beating them and 
tearing their gowns. 

The Government had anticipated trouble 
at Porto Maggiore and taken precautions 
accordingly. A company of cavalry was or- 
dered out and scattered the rioters, making 
many arrests and occupying the streets. 

Signor Ferri from a balcony exhorted the 
people to be calm and predicted the triumph 
of Socialism. 


CAPTAIN’S SUICIDE AT SEA. 


Frank 8S. Israel Shoots Himself on the 
Admiral Dewey. 


BOSTON, Nov. 13.—Capt. Frank S. Israel, 
comn-onder of the United Fruit Company's 
steamship Admiral Dewey, committed sui- 
cide by shooting himself through the heart 
in the chartroom of his vessel last Thurs- 
day mecrning. The steamer reached port 
to-day on her regular trip from Jamaican 
ports, in command of Chief Officer James 
G. Clark. 


The death of the Captain occurred when } 


the fruiter was in the vicinity of the Ba- 
hames. One of the stewards who had been 
sent to call the Captain to breakfast found 
his body lying on the chartroom floor, with 
a reyelver grasped in the right hand. 

Capt. Israel had been in his usual good 
spirits, and the previous evening had en- 
tertained some of the passengers in his 
cabin. No reason for his act is known, It 
appears, however, that he had made de- 
liberate preparations for it, as he had 
wound his chronometer and left a letter for 
his wife and some instructions relative to 
the dispesition of his body. 

Capt. Israel was a native of Nova Scotia, 
haying been. born near Yarmouth fifty- 
three years ago. He had been in command 
of the company’s steamers for seven years, 
and was assigned to the Admiral Dewey 
three years ago.

FERRYBOAT ON ROCKS — 


Police Boat to Rescue in Blind- 
: ing £torm. 


WORST TELEGRAPH TIE-UP 


More Ccmplete Than in ’88—Com- 
munication With Entire South 
and West Cut Off. 


In a gale, the velocity of which reached 
forty-eight miles an hour in the city and 
assumed hurricane off the 
coast, the ferryboat Port Morris was driven 
on the rocks of Berrian Island, near the 
Long Island shore, last night. While this 
was the only accident reported so far, that 
threatened to be serious, New York was 
almost entirely cut off from communication 
All wires to

with the rest of the country. 
the South and West were down, and tele- 
graph officials said the tie-up was worse 
than in the blizzard of 1888, on account of 
the larger area affected. 

The passengers of the Port Morris were 
rescued by the harbor police after a perilous 
trip in an electric launch. 

The Port Morris left Ninety-ninth Street 
about 6:30 o’clock for College Point on her 
regular trip. Rain and snow, but mostly 
the latter, were being driven by the. wind 
in such dense sheets that the men at the

A heavy sea, higher 
than has been known about New York in 
years, was on, and each surge of the wa- 
ters against the helpless boat forced her 
nearer to the rocky trap. 

Lamp signals of distress were set and the 
whistle was blown at regular intervals for 
The first craft io 
the Franklin Edson, the 
Health Department steamer. Putting out 
from her berth at the foot of East One 
Hundred and ‘Thirty-seventh Street, 
charge of Capt. Conners, the Edson could 
only .go in the direction of the whistles of 
distress. The Port Morris's lights could 
not be seen. 

Finally the location of the ferryboat was 
made out, and then began the first of many 
attempts to stand by, each made doubly 
perilous by the tide, wind, and darkness. 
Three times the Edson manoeuvred and as 
many times missed what was known to be 
the edge of the shoal by the closest of 
margins. Finally it occurred to Capt. Con- 
ners that he could best serve the passen- 
gers on the stranded craft by returning and 
sending out a lighter draught boat. 

The Edson slowly made her way back in 
the face of the storm to her berth at East 
One Hundrea and Thirty-second Street, 
from where Capt. Conners telephoned to 
the Patrol at East One Hundred and Twen- 


ty-second Street. The Patrol lost, not a 
moment’s time in leaving her berth in re- 
sponse to the telephone message. Her ex- 
perience was much the same as had been 
that of the Edson. 

Every time the Patrol attempted to bear 
dewn ever so cautiously near the Port Mor- 
ris she had tc veer off by every trick 
known to harbor navigation to escape going 
aground herself or crashing into the 
stranded vessel. The Patrol returned to her 
berth at 9:30 o'clock, when Capt. Hallock 
called for volunteers to man a lifeboat. 
Harbor Policemen Kelly, Reilly, Dunham, 
O’Shaughnessy, Ryan, and Coughlin re- 
sponded to the call. 

The lifeboat was half way to the stranded 
ferryboat when it was recalled by signal 
whistles from the Patrol, 

Capt. Hallock had decided to send elec- 
tric launch No. 5 on the mission. The 
launch, which is thirty fet long, was m 
command of Roundsman Wettlaufer. En- 
gineer Friedenberg, with Pilot Buckley, 
Patrolmen Klemers and Wackeffer were 
also on board. They took the course througa 
the Little Kills, and had made about half 
the journey when the engine was stopped 
by the water that had been shipped. 

Drifting toward the Sunken Meadows and 
in danger of being hopelessly aground> al) 
hands had to resort to_ bailing. 

They finally got the boat partially free of 
wate:i, and the engine was started again. 
With the water splashing over the sides 
and all hands bailing, the launch finished 
her trip. From a point under the lee of the 
Port Morris a ladder was raised to the 
ferry boat’s deck. The work of rescue was 
execedingly difficult with the launch bob- 
bing about and the ladder at times falling 
with a splash. It was more than half an 
hour before the passengers were safe 
aboard the launch. Later the rescued pas- 
sengers were transferred to the patrol, 

Capt. George L. Collins of 102 Halsey 
Street, Astoria, in command of the Port 
Morris, was taken off along with the pas- 
sengers, suffering from shock, and taken 
to a hospital. 

On receiving news of the ferryboat’s pre- 
dicament Superintendent Beecher of the 
College Point Ferry Company engaged the 
tugboat Three Brothers to stand by the 
Port Morris, and attempt to pull her off at 
high tide this morning. She is not believed 


to be badly damaged. 
Eleven passengers were taken from the 


ferryboat into the steam launch, the drivers 
of the four trucks being left to take care 
of their horses. It being considered a risky 
proposition to attempt to make the shore 
with so small and so heavily loaded a 
eraft as the launch, the passengers were 
transferred to the Patrol, which had in the 
meanwhile arrived, and were taken to the 
foot of East One Hundred and Thirty-sec-\ 
ond Street, where they were landed. :

RECORD OF THE STORM HERE. 


Rain, Snow, and Wind That Soon 
Grows to a Heavy Gale. 


Rain began falling in New York at 5 
o’clock Sunday morning, and early in the 
afternoon changed to a wet snow. The 
wind, which had been blowing moderately, 
veered to the southeast and shortly as- 
sumed almost hurricane proportions. At 6 
o'clock the local weather bureau noted 
a velocity of forty-two miles an hour, 
which increased to forty-eight miles at 
8:30 o’clock. That speed kept up for sev- 
eral hours. At 10 o’clock the storm centre 
Was at Block Island, where the barometer 
showed a pressure of 28.62 inches, with the 
wind blowing seventy-six miles an hour. 
At Nantucket the barometer was a trifle 
higher and the wind sixty miles. 

Wire service out of New York was tied 
up more effectually than at any other time 
in years. The Western Union and Postal } 
Telegraph Companies had no direct com- 
munication with cities further south than 
Baltimore, and all Western points were 
cut off. 

Early in the day the local Weather Bu- 
reau displayed signals that a storm was 
descending from the north along the At- 
lantic Coastline between Norfolk and New 
York. The predictions, so far as New 
York was concerned, were fulfilled to the | 
letter. Late in the afternoon a message 
reached this city from Washington, be- 
tween which city and New York telegraphic 
communication was last night almost en- 
tirely suspended, ordering the ordinary 
storm signals hauied down and those sig- 
nifying a hurricane hoisted. 

The Weather Bureau warned all vessels 
at ports in the storm area not to venture 
out. A number of ocean-going vessels, 
however, left New York prior to the receipt 
ef the hurricane/ warning, most of them 
bound for southern points, their course ly- 
ing right in the track of the gale. 

The vessels coming in reported the worst 
kind of weather beyond the Hook, while 
inside the ferryboats and other harbor craft 
were rocked and tossed by the wind. In 
the East River, in the neighborhood of 
Hell Gate, the gale raged with unusual 
fury. The skippers plying those waters had 
tough fights getting their craft into their 
slips, so great was the force of the wind 
that beat down from the north, 

TELEGRAPH WIRES DOWN. 

Most of the telegraph wires south of 
Fhilacelphia were out of commiszion by 
® o’cleck. the Postal having only one wire 
working to the capital, while the Western 
Union was entirely cut off. Early in the 
evening the Western Union sent word to 
all of its local offices to accept business 
only with the understanding that it was 
subject to delay south of Baltimore, Har- 
risburg, and Philadelphia, and west via 
the Reading route, New York, and New 
Jersey. The only towns the company guar- 
anteed to communicate with directly were 
Elizabeth, Newark, and New Brunswick. 

N'ght Manager Whalen of the Postal 
said that the business of his company was 
badly crippled in the territory west of 
Philadelphia and south of Washington. 
Officials of neither company would venture 
an estimate of the damage done to their 
wires, or how long they would be crippled. 

Late in the afternoon it was reported that 
over 100 poles along the Erie Railroad had 
gone down, completely putting the New 
York-Buffalo-Chicago wires by that route 
out of service. Recourse for a short time 
was had to wires via Albany and Syracuse, | 
but a few hours afterward the pressure | 
of the ice on the wires carried them, poles 
and all, to the ground outside of Pough- | 
keepsie, thereby effectively closing that 
service. Communication between New York 
ana Boston over all lines was uninter- 
rupted, 

The storm also seriously impaired the 
long distance telephone service, and the 
local telephone company took all long-dis- 
tance calls subject to delay. Telephone 
wires were reported down in the storm- 
swept area, along with the telegraph wires. 

At midnight Manager Whalen of the 
Postal Telegraph Company announced that 
the situation was getting worse. He said 
that the wires between New York and Al- 
bany were down, The Western Union lines 
between New York and Albany were also 
reported down, but at this point they had 
connections with the West, and were car- 
rying on business by using the long-dis- 
tance telephone to Albany. Messages were 
transmitted by this method to Albany, and 
then sent west over their own wires. The 
Postal Company were without any western 
connections. Neither telegraph company 
had any connection with Washington. All 
the cities south of that city and Philadel- 
phia were also cut off from New York con- 
nections. 

The New Jersey service was badly crip- 
pled, and neither company would guarantee 
delivery, but took business subject to de- 
lay. Both companies had connection with 
Baltimore, but that city represented the | 
furthest point south where the wires were 
working.

WIND’S DAMAGE AT BELLEVUE. 


One of the great elms which’ have stood 
for years on the campus at Bellevue Hos- 
pital in front of the main entrance was 
blown down about dusk. Half a dozen con- 
valescent patients were out under the por- 
tico at the time, and warned by the shouts 
of the orderlies, who heard the cracking as 
the tree bent in the blast, they got to shel- 
ter and so escaped injury. 

Shortly afterward the large canvas tent, 
occupied by eighteen tuberculosis patients 
on the lawn near the windows of the tuber- 
culosis wards, was wrecked by the wind. 
One of the canvas sides was torn into 
shreds, while the roof went sailing out into 
the river. 

Nurses and orderlies at once set to the 
work of transferring the patients to the in- 
door wards. The light in the tent had been 
extinguished and until assistance came the 
patients were much alarmed. All of them 
were in bed at the time and were wrapped 
up. The physicians said none of them was 
injured by the exposure, 

Most of the trains into the Grand Cen- 
tral Station were reported on time, in spite 
of the storm. The wires along the line of 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
were reported to be working all right. On 
the Hudson River Branch of the Central, 
however, there was considerable difficulty. 
East of Albany, and stretching into the 
New England States, the wires are in a 
bad way and at Chatham seven inches of 
snow is already reported. It is feared 
that there may be more trouble to-day. 


TROUBLE AT STATEN ISLAND. 


The hurricane kicked up a high sea along 
the Staten Island shore. At St. George the 
ferryboats were having a hard time.

WRECKS OFF MASSACHUSETTS. 


Schooners Driven Ashore—Crew of the 
E. Arcularius May Be Lost. 


WOOD'S HOLE, Mass., Nov. 13.—The 
two-masted schooner E. Arcularius, Capt. 
Nelson, of Rockland, Me. was driven 
ashore by the northeast gale shortly before 
dark to-night about a quarter of a mile 
west of Tarpaulin Cove, on the Island of 
Naushon, and it is believed her crew have 
perished. 

Keeper Carson of the Tarpaulin Cove 
lighthouse saw the schooner when she 
struck. She was coming through Vineyard 
Sound from the eastward and was proceed- 
ing under her foresail The schooner 
tacked and tried to work into the cove for 
an anchorage, but the wind bore her off, 
and as she swung away she struck with a 
crash upon a ledge of rocks not more than 
100 yards from the lighthouse. The crew of 
four men could be plainly seen when the 
vessel struck, but darkness set in almost 
immediately and nothing more was seen 
of the men or the vessel. 

The nearest life-saving station on the 
north side of Vineyard Sound is at Cutty- 
hunk, twenty miles distant from Tarpaulin 
Cove. Keeper Carson had no boat that 
could be launehed, and moreover the seas 
were so high that nothing but a salfboat 
could possibly escape almost instant de- 
struction. No lights were shown from the 
schooner after she struck, and no answer 
was given to frequent hailings. 

The schooner, which was of ninety-four 
tons, was owned by I, L. Snow & Co. of 
Rockland, Me. She was bound to that 
port with a cargo of coal from South 
Amboy. 

VINEYARD HAVEN, Mass., Nov. 13.— 
The three-masted schooner Bessie Parker, 
(British,) Capt. Welpley, bound from Port 
Johnson for Bt. John, N. B., with a cargo 
of coal, broke an anchor chain here to-

SHOWN BY FINANCIERS 


Long Period Between Underwrit- 
ing and Issue of New Loan. 


JAPAN WILL INCREASE DUTIES 


Import Rates on a Large Number of 
Articles to be Raised—Government 
to Reduce Expenses.

LONDON, Nov. 18.—The general ex- 
pectation is that the new Japanese loan 
will be subscribed for several times over, 
the terms at which it is offered being 
considered extremely attractive. 

The Times’s financial supplement, in 
an article referring to the loan, will say 
to-morrow: 

“The lowness of the price is criticised 
in some quarters as unnecessary and as 
likely to have the effect of depreciating 
quotations on the existing loans. Wheth- 
er the Japanese could have obtained a 
better price is a question which chiefly 
concerns them, though it may be pointed 
out that in cases of this kind, when the 
operation is at once financial and mil- 
itary, it is above all important to guard 
against the remotest possibility of mis- 
hap. 

“If the Japanese appraised their own 
credit too modestly, they have erred in 
the right direction and in a manner cal- 
culated to benefit their British and 


American supporters, and the result of 
the new issue has not been to depress 
prices except momentarily, since they 
are materially higher than a week ago. 

“A curious feature of this loan was 
the long time allowed to elapse between 
the underwriting and the issue. The un- 
derwriting was completed on Tuesday 
last and the subscriptions are to be 
opened to-day, so that the underwriters 
have been liable for almost a week to 
take up a loan for a power at war with 
one of the mightiest empires on paper 
the world now boasts. 

“The readiness with which the un- 
derwriting was taken up is as remarka- 
ble a compliment as was ever paid to 
Japanese military prestige, for it never 
seemed to occur to any one that it was 
within the bounds of possibility that 
Gen. Kuropatkin might, between the un- 
derwriting and the issue, do anything 
that would alter the value of the bonds. 

“ Had it been otherwise the underwrit- 
ers would have refused to look at such 
a liability more than a day or two.”

UNIFORM MOTOR BOAT RULE. 


Efforts to Fix General Rating Standard 
for International Races. 


Increased interest in motor-boat racing and 
the possibility that next season will witness a 
marked improvement in competitions and the re- 
sults that they will teach regarding the service- 
ability of motor boats has led to a demand for 
an international rating rule. While the motor 
boat code at present in this country, France, and 
England are similar in the general plan, there 
is much difference in important details. Any 
international race now would very likely be held 
under the rules of the country in which the 
event takes place or under special rules agreed 
to by all. 

The Harmsworth Cup contest, an international 
event, is practically governed by the rules of the 
British Motor Association, and this is the only 
event, thus far, in which American boats have 
shown any likelihood of entering. With the pos- 
sible appearance of some of the fast French boats 
for the coming races at Palm Beach in February 
the necessity for a general rule for the racing 


rating of a boat has been felt by many leaders 
in the motor-boat industry and sport. 

The Yirst real effort toward the formation of a 
uniform rating rule has just been taken by the 
Marine Motor Association of Great Britain. That 
organization has decided to call a conference of 
delegates representing the authorized motor clubs 
or associations in the different countries, with a 
view toward securing an international rating, 
rule under which all boats entered for interna- 
tional cvents may be measured. The British 
Association has decided to recommend this rule 
for international racing: The power squared, di- 
vided by the area of the immersed midship sec- 
ticn in square feet, and added to the square root 
of the length. 


Thistle Cricketers Successful. 


After a successful season as a competitor in 
the championship series of the New York Cricket 
Association, the Thistle Cricket Club of Brook- 
lyn looks forward to next year to bring fresh 
laurels to its team. It has been suggested that 
the club should enter the Metropolitan League 
next season. J. MacDonald Johnstone, the Sec- 
retary of the club, presented a good report at 


the last meeting of the club. This showed that 
J. Adam was the club’s mainstay last season 
in batting and bowling, for he ied the averages 
in both departments. G. Delyalle, A. Wyllie, 
and J. S. Watt all ended the season with double- 
figure averages, while W. S. Patmore, A. Rich- 
ardson, and B. L. McCallum all gave. valuable 
assistance in bowling. The club played twenty- 
one games, of which it won ten, lost ten, and 
one Was drawn.

FOOTBALL ARGUMENT 
IN FAVOR OF YALE 


Championship Will Not Be Decided 
by Actual Play. 


PENN STILL UNDEFEATED 


Columbia’s Victory Over Corneil En- 
couraging for the Future—Three 
More Big Games. 


Yale is pretty nearly the Eastern cham- 
pion at football after her victory over 
Princeton on Saturday, for there little 
doubt that the New Haven men will be 
able to beat Harvard without difficulty next 
Saturday. To some Yale’s success over 
Princeton was a surprise, but, as was an- 
ticipated, the powerful line and back field 
of the Blue team proved too much for the 
“Tigers,’’ The question of the champion 
will of course provoke much argument, as, 
even if Yale does beat Harvard, there will 
be many who will dispute Yale's right to 
the title and advance Pennsylvania as the 
most logical candidate for final honors— 
always provided, of course, that the Qua- 
kers beat Cornell on Thanksgiving Day. 
While it is true that West Point downed 
Yale and Princeton defeated the cadets, 
Yale’s reverse at the army’s hands -might 
be considered obliterated by the fact that 
“Eli” trounced the “ Tigers,’’ West Point’s 
conqueror. Pennsylvania, on comparative 
scores, ranks high, having defeated Har- 
vard, which in turn defeated West Point. 
Still there is so little credence to be at- 
tached to comparative scores that only a 
rank partisan will venture to place Penn- 
sylvania’s claims over those of Yale for 
the title of champion. 

The unimportance of comparative scores 
never was more clearly manifested than in 
the Yale-Princeton and the Cornell-Colum- 
bia games on Saturday. On their respect- 
ive achievements against West Point there 
should have been no doubt of Princeton’s 
victory over Yale by two or three touch- 
downs. Princeton beat Cornell by 18-6 a 
couple of weeks ago, and Columbia beat 
Cornell 12-6, which should make the “ Ti- 
gers’ six points better than Columbia. On 
the same line of reasoning Yale defeated 
Princeton 12-0, which should make Yale 
defeat Columbia by 18-0. As a matter of 
fact Yale beat the local eleven by 33-0. 

Football on Saturday furnished one sur- 
prise in the victory of Columbia over Cor- 
nell. No one anticipated such a result, and 
the general opinion was that the best Co- 
lumbia could hope for was to hold the 
Ithacans to a low score and perhaps tally 
herself. On the contrary, Columbia clearly 
outpointed Cornell in everything, save 
punting in the first half, and in the second 
period by remarkably good playing<«man- 
aged to score 12 points to Cornell’s 6. In 
figuring up the distances made by the two 
elevens during the first half Columbia's 
superiority was plainly manifest. W here 
Cornell on actua! rushes gained only 46 
yards, Columbia by the same tactics rushed 
the ball 251 vards. Where Cornell never 
got nearer Columbia’s goal than the thirty- 
yard mark during the first period, Colum- 
bia three times had the leather within fif- 
teen yards of a score and once at the Itha- 
cans’ one-yard mark. The fact, too, that at 
the close of the seventy-minute game Co- 
lumbia was playing better than at any pre- 
vious part of the contest was also regarded 
by Columbia men yesterday as encouraging 
for the future. An interesting incident of 
Thorpe’s keenness in football tactics became 
known yesterday. It will be recalled that 
Thorpe scored against Cornell by 
the ball thirty-three yards across the 
line after the leather had been fumbled by 
Rice. When the ball had rolled across the 
line Thorpe fell on it for a touchdown. It 
was the same play on which West Point 
scored against the “ Tigers ”’ 

Only three games of importance remain 
to be played this_season. They are be- 
tween Yale and Harvard at New 
next Saturday, the Cornell-Pennsylvania 
matcn at Philadelphia on Lene hws 
Day, ard the West Point-Annapolis match 
on Noy. 26 at Philadelphia. Harvard had 
quite an easy time with Holy Cross on Sat- 
urday, but the latter is not a strong eleven. 
There is nothing to indicate in the Crim- 
son’s record this season that the eleven 
has any chance to beat Yale. On the con- 
trarv, it now looks as if the “ Eli”’ men 
ought te defeat Harvard by a much larger 
score thar the one rolled up against the 
“‘igers.”” Inthe Cornell-Pennsylvania match 
the Quekers, with their victories over Har- 
vard and Columbia, have by far the _ bet- 
ter record, and they do not expect to have 
any difficulty in defeating their old rival 
by a good score. West Point, with_its 
splendid performances against Yale, Har- 
vard, and Princeton, seems to have the bet- 
ter chance to beat Annapolis, despite the 
latter’s defeat of the “Tg” ut the 
cadets of the army and navy _ never play 
better than when they face each other. 


HUNTERS HAVE GOOD SPORT. 


Rabbits, Squirrel®, and Pheasants Found 
in Abundance in New Jersey. 
Special to The New York Times. 
NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 18.—The open season 
in this State for hare, rabbit, black, gray, 
and fox squirrels, quail, partridge, grouse, and 
English and ring-necked pheasants began on 
Thursday and will close on Dec. 81, Hunters 
report large quantities of rabbits, while gray, 
black, and fox squirrels are numerous. 
ants, too, are plentiful, especially in Sussex, 


Morris, Warren, and Hunterdon Counties, while 
those escaping from the Stuyvesant preserves in 
Warren County have multiplied rapidly, The 
northern part of the State is almost barren of 
quail, but in the southern part those birds are 
abundant. The long, dry Summer in Cape May 
and Atlantic Counties has been to the liking 
of the quail, pheasant, and partridge, and large 
broods of chicks have been reared there. 
Many New Yorkers are in the 
game, and have willingly paid the §10 license 
fee required of non-residents. Owners of land 
and also those identified with organizations own- 
ing game preserves are exempt from this tax. 
Farmers in all parts of the State have posted 
thelr lands, and will allow no shooting. Sports- 
men in search of rabbits, however, will re- 
ceive permission, as the cotton talls haye been 
annoying to the residents of the rural districts. 


COONEY PRINCETON’S CAPTAIN. 


Veteran Tackle Elected at Final Func- 
tion of Football Season.

BILLIARD DEAD-LOCK 
OVER CHAMPIONSHIP 


National Association Fails to Name 
Place for Tournament. 


HANOVER CLUB WANTS EVENT 


But Players Object to Going to. Brook- 
lyn—Amateur Billiard Club Talked 
of as a Compromise. 


After a long session behind closed doors, 
the annual meeting of the National Asso- 
ciation of Amateur Billiard Players ad- 
journed at an early hour yesterday morning 
without having decided the main object of 
the meeting—the place of holding the cham- 
pionship tournament. The meeting was 
opened at about 10 o’clock Saturday night 
in the Liederkranz Club, Fifty-eighth Street 
and Park Avenue, and it was expected that 
the holding of the tournament would be 
awarded to either the Liederkranz Club 
or the Hanover Club of Brooklyn. When it 
was announced that the matter remained 
undecided and that no information would 
be given as to the proceedings, it began to 
look as if a dead-lock had occurred. 

By virtue of the deed of gift“of the Gold 
Cup the Hanover Club of Brooklyn has 
first call on the tournament, which must 
be played there if the club wishes the meet- 
ing. On the authority of the donors of the 
cup it is said that the Hanover Club would 
be pleased to hold the tournament pro- 
vided there would be no opposition from 
players and clubs represented in the Na- 
tional Association. 

The fact that the Brooklyn organization 
sent three of the principal members of its 
Billiard Committee to the meeting seems to 
indicate, to those best informed in billiard 
matters, that they are rather anxious to 
hold the tournament this season. The rep- 
resentatives of the Hanover Club at the

meeting were John G. Jenkins, Jr., Chair- 
man of the committee; James Sperry, and 
John B. McKee. The chief representative 
of the Liederkranz Club was J. Ferdinand 
Poggenburg, and the Amateur Billiard Club 
of New York was represented by W. S. 


Coleman. There were also representatives 
of other organizations present. 

Just what action was taken at the meet- 
ing was not divulged, the only information 
furnished being that the business was not 
completed and that another attempt would 
be made within two weeks. After the meet- 
ing was over the rumor was spread that as 
a compromise between the Hanover Club 
and the Liederkranz Club the championship 
might possibly be held in the hall of the 
Amateur Billiard. Club of New York, Sev- 
enty-ninth Street and Columbus Avenue.

We have already expressed emphati- 
cally our estimation of the great service 
rendered by Judge PARKER at the outset 
of the recent campaign when by his tele- 
gram to the Democratic Convention he 
removed the silver issue completely from 
that campaign.

In 
the second place, and this is the more im- 
portant fact, the gold standard cannot 
be said to be irrevocably established so 
long as there are outstanding three hun- 
dred and forty-six millions of Govern- 


ment notes which the law says shall be | 


redeemed gold, but which the same 
law forbids to be actually paid and re- 
tired, and so long as there are outstand- 
ing Over of silver dollars 
and certificates redeemable in silver dol- 
lars, which dollars are themselves, by the 
terms of the law, a full legal tender. The 
declaration of the gold standard, with the 
announcement that it is the policy of the 
Government to keep at a parity all the 


in 


$500,000,000 


dollars issued by the Government, would 
not necessarily maintain the gold stand- 
ard in a time of great financial distress, 
with shrinking revenues and credit such 
as we have had repeatedly in this coun- 
try and are sure to have in the future. 
If the United States notes remain to con- 
stitute, as they have done in the past, 
an endless chain by which the timid in 
the community can exhaust the Treasury 
reserve of gold, the time may come, as it 
has come before, when that reserve will 
be in great danger, and the strict and 
complete establishment of the gold stand- 
ard will be seriously threatened. 

In 1897, the great victory for 
sound money, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury proposed and President McKINLEY 
urged, that no United States notes re- 
ceived into the Treasury should be reis- 
sued except in exchange for gold. This 
would have made the notes in: the course

of time the same as gold certificates, and 
would have gradually abolished the dan- 
ger of the endless chain. The only thing 
to be feared would have been action on 
the part of Congress suspending the pro- 
vision as to reissue for gold only, as the 
redeemed reissued in 1873.

We referred yesterday to the excel- 
lent work done by the East Side Civic 
in securing the removal of

Association

on account of the 
abuses he had allowed to 
into the administration of his 
court. In a certain degree, it is to be 
said that this unfortunate official was 
the victim of the system prevailing in 
the politics of this city. No one can for 
a@ moment contend that any man fitted 
by character, ability, and experience to 
be a Judge of any of our courts could 
be guilty of the practices for which he 
was removed. But it may be doubted 
whether he had a very clear notion of 
The system itself is so cor- 


creep 


their nature. 
rupting, so oppressive, so unjust, espe- 
cially to the class that needs most the 
protection of the law, that every effort 
should be made to reform it. 

When a Judge of a Municipal Court 
is chosen in the ordinary way by the 
voters of the district, he is necessarily 
in some degree dependent on the local 
bosses, first his nomination, and 
then for the gratification of any fur- 
ther ambition may feel. He has to 
make friends of them and of their 
friends. He is tempted to promote their 
interests, as well as his own, in the usec 
of his peculiar discretionary powers. He 
is liable to think it needful or desirable 
to surround his court with a set of fa- 
vorite lawyers, active in the politics of 
the district, and to turn the bulk of the 
business in their direction. Equally he 
is tempted to favor them or other influ- 
ential persons in the administration of 
the court. In a word, there is at all 
times the tendency toward making the 
court a part of the party machine, with 
all the demoralization attending it. It 
takes a man of unusual integrity and 
energy to resist this tendency. 

One remedy is to change the method 


for 


he 


of selection from election to appointment 
by the Mayor, or by a superior court. 
This would be a radical change, and it 
would not be in the direction of public 
opinion on the general subject. Another 
method would be the election of the 
Judges of the Municipal Courts’‘on a 
general ticket, and it is the opinion of 
those intimately acquainted with the sit- 
uation that ‘this would be a salutary 
change. It is the rule that the larger 
constituency you have the better are the 
nominations. The Judgeships of the Mu- 
nicipal Courts are desirable places for 
men of standing at the bar. Their term 
is ten years and their salary is $6,000. 
Undoubtedly nominations on a general 
ticket would be made with much more 
care than is now shown. 


THE IRON TRADE REVIVAL. 


While it is possible that some features 
of the existing situation in the iron and 
steel markets may be misleading, it is 
undoubtedly true that their condition has 
materially improved within a fortnight, 
and if speculation does not control 
them prematurely there is reason to be- 
lieve that 1905 will be a record year for 

| production and consumption. 

The most conspicuous and unmistaka- 
ble symptom to be noted at the moment 
is that pig iron production is increasing 
and stocks in first hands are shrinking. 
The October output of pig iron was about 
1,448,000 gross tons, against 1,353,000 for 
September. November will probably 
show a product somewhat exceeding a 
million and a half tons. A comparison of 
stocks at the merchant furnaces on Nov. 

|} 1, as compared with Sept. 1, shows a 
shrinkage of more than 100,000 tons. In 
estimating stocks, iron on bank at the 
furnaces of the large steel companies, 
made for their own use, is not counted, 
It is not for sale. To conclude from these 
comparisons that consumption has in- 
creased during the past eight weeks at 
the rate of over 100,000 tons a month 
would perhaps not be warranted. There 
considerable anticipatory buying 
due to the conviction that there is a 
scarcity of pig iron in sight between now 
and next Spring. Among the causes 
which contribute to this are the contin- 
uance of the miners’ strike in Alabama, 
' the coke shortage in Central Pennsylva- 
nia and West Virginia, and the declared 
purpose of one of the largest Southern 
producers to withdraw its pig iron from 
the cpen market. These considerations, 
in connection with the near approach of 
Winter and the prediction of a car famine 
| before snow flies, have given the market 
an appearance of greater activity as to 
the movement of raw materials than the 
facts really show. However, the impulse 
of such a movement is felt all along the 
line, and it is certainly not so artificial 
as to furnish grounds for the prophecy 
of a reaction, All the forces now affect- 
ing the iron market tend to stiffen prices, 
and these are expected to continue oper- 
ative until production has again run 
ahead of consumption. Whether this can 
happen with present facilities is a mat- 
ter of judgment. 

The better general conditions above re- 
ferred to are reflected in the increased 
demand and higher prices for manufac- 
tured iron and steel. Bars, plates, sheets, 
pipe, wire, wire goods, and steel billets 
are all feeling the impulse of an in- 
creased demand, and prices are stiffen- 
ing. The only exception to the rule is 
found in the case of. steel rails. These 
are selling in small lots only, and no large 
business is expected until the price is 
fixed for 1905. The makers of standard 
rails are holding prices firmly at $28, 
and the gossip of the trade indicates the 
belief that there will be no reduction 
when the rail pool meets. Until the tariff 
is changed, the makers see no reason for 
what they deem a voluntary sacrifice of 
exaggerated profits for the benefit of the 
railroads. The booking of orders for 
structural materials and plates is now 
more active than at any time within 
twelve months. Indeed, the structural 
mills are becoming critical, and are show- 
ing a disposition to réfuse to bid on com- 
plex specifications, eyen at advanced 
prices. This naturally makes those hav- 
ing such orders to place the more eager 
to place them before prices go still high- 
er, and accounts in part for what seems 
to be a great revival of activity in this 
line. Perhaps the greatest anxiety is that 
shown by the consumers of steel billets 
who are not themselves producers. Those 
having such material to sell have no dif- 
ficulty in getting a premium of $2 per ton 
above the pool scale for forging billets; 
but even on those terms many of the 
steel works agents are reluctant to book 
orders for future delivery, believing that 
their own finishing mills will before long 
require all the material they have or can 


is 


get. 

Logical conclusions from the facts 
above noted would appear to be that the 
last quarter of 1904 would be character- 
ized by very wholesome conditions in the 
iron and steel trades, and that we shall 
enter 1905 with all the conditions favora- 
ble for a year of general and satisfactory 
prosperity. In matters. of this kind one 
canrot very well follow the good advice 
of Mr. ANDREW CARNEGIE, to prophesy 
without dates, if at all. 


A MODERN TALE OF A TUB. 


A fable for both the “ close”’ and the 
* loose’ constructionists of the Federal 
Constitution, entitled “‘The American 
Coup @’Etat of 1961,” by Mr. Henry D, 
SEDGWICK, appears in the current num- 
ber of The Atlantic. What high execu- 
tive and judicial officers have come to 
think of the Constitution is a source of 
wonderment to not a few who believe 
they know what the Fathers who framed 
it thought. President ROOSEVELT has 
himself in express terms approved the 
part played by the Supreme Court in 
“the creation,” not merely the modifica- 


tion, “ of the great policies’ through and 


| 


by means of which the country has 
moved on to its present position. 

Now Mr. Sepewick is, comparatively 
speaking, a “close” constructionist. 
Modification, not creation, is good 
enough for him, but with this modest 
substitute he gives us a sufficiently 
startling glimpse of the future. In the 
year 1961, he invites us to suppose, the 
lean kine of poverty have followed upon 
ten miraculously fat years, owing to the 
quite illusory richness imparted to Amer- 
ican soil by a radio-electric method. In 
the impending panic Mr. Campbell, the 
inventor of the process, great-heartedly 
pours forth his billions and preserves 
the country’s credit. His motive is po- 
litical as well as patriotic, Popular alarm 
and discontent had called sharp attention 
to abuses in the Govyernment—the Sen- 
ate oligarchy, the Executive dictatorship 
ef the Supreme Court, and particularly 
the President’s attempt to make his of- 
fice hereditary—and Campbell, who was 
the Presidential nominee of the Demo- 
crats, now gained great prestige. He 
championed the Constitution and the 
law, obtained an injunction to prevent 
the oath being administered to President- 
elect Schmidt, and on the inaugural day, 
by vote of a select and censored Con- 
gress, had himself elected President un- 
der the law of 1936, passed for such an 
emergency. 

The danger of a hereditary tenure of 
the office was thus obviated. But Presi- 
dent Campbell, we learn further, suc- 
ceeded ex officio to the titles of Lord 
Suzerain of South America, High Pro- 
tector of China, Chief Ruler of the Pa- 
cific Archipelago, and established the 
plutocratic “ Orders of George, of Abra- 
ham, of Ulysses, of William the Good,” in 
honor of WASHINGTON, LINCOLN, GRANT, 
and McKINLEY. Moreover, by aid of the 
Cabinet and the Senate, which now sat 
permanently, he was renominated and re- 
elected every four years, and “since his 
death his son has succeeded to the party 
nomination.” Thus it is, chuckles Mr. 
SEDGWICK, quoting a great jurist, “ the 
Constitution is like the skin of a great 
animal, that stretches, expands, and 
grows with its growth.” 

Fortunately, that time is not yet. The 
bulwark of the democratic Constitution 
is our jealous custom of changing Fed- 
eral Executives. Despite his theory of 
the elastic quality of the Constitution, 
President RoosEvELT promises that in re- 
spect to the succession, at least, there 
shall be no “ creation ’’—not even an “‘ ex- 
pansion” or “ growth” in our present 
National policy. 

THE RAILROADS OF THE UNITED

A HARMONIOUS COMBINATION. 

The rumor that the Chairman of the 
Republican State Committee and the

SEWAGE POLLUTION OF RIVERS. 

The legal obstacles to the pollution of 
the waters partly inclosing New York by 
the discharge of the great Passaic River 
sewer having been brushed aside, we 
may expect to see established conditions 
which emphasize the evils inseparable 
from the present system of waste dis- 
posal by water carriage. There is a limit 
even to the safe pollution of tidal waters, 
when these are the highways of trade 
and transportation, and this limit cannot 
be far off, even if it is not alrea ly 
reached in the case of the lower Hudsen 
and the New Jersey shores of New York 
Bay. 

It is a well-established fact that sew- 
age has no value, Careful calculations 
show that the value for fertilizing pur- 
poses of the average run of London sew- 
age does not exceed 2 cents a ton, which 
means that the valuable constituents are 
so highly diluted with water which has 
no other use than in possible irrigation 
that their recovery is impossible as a 
commercial proposition. These same con- 
stituents however, in admixture with an 
absorbent vehicle which will hold their 
ammonia and preserve their nitrogenous 
compounds, would have a value far ex- 
ceeding the cost of collecting and hand- 
ling them, and employed for the enrich- 
ment of the soil of farm and garden they 
would add much every year to the Na- 
tional wealth. 

The sewer 4s a survival of the expe- 
dients of a primitive and imperfectly de- 
veloped civilization. The City of Hygeia, 
if it is ever built, will have no sewers, 
and its water consumption for all pur- 
poses will probably not reach an aver- 
age of twenty-five gallons per head of 
population per day. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——In a ludicrously futile attempt to 
weaken the force of the arraignment of 
** Christian Science "' contained in the letter 
from the counsel of the State Medical As- 
sociation which was printed on this page 
Saturday, Mrs, Eppy’s New York press 
agent has sent us a communication intend- 
ed to prove that the case of the Litch- 
field boy in Stamford was not so very 
bad, or as the agent puts it, that ‘the 
facts in this case have been greatly over- 
drawn,”"’ To accomplish his end he quotes 
an unnamed informant, who has written to 
him as follows: ‘‘A physician calls at the 
Litehfield home every day; BRraTRIcE is 
much better, and the other four children 
are ali right. Mrs, GEMMBLL’s son did not 
have diphtheria. CALEB LITCHFIELD was 
a much more delicate child than the others 
and of a nervous temperament. His father 
came into Christian Science about three 
years ago by being healed of a severe case 
‘of inflammatory rheumatism through Mrs. 
GEMMBLL’s treatment,”’ And that is the 
best the present representative of Eddyism 
cain do, for he only adds a denial of the 
report—which nobody else has heard, by 
the way—that diphtheria has spread all 
over Stamford, and concludes with the in- 
evitable rehearsal of Mrs. Eppy’s order 
for her subjects always to obey the law 
and to tell local health authorities when 
they are suffering from infectious diseases 
the very existence of which they so vehe- 
mently deny! In other days “ Christian 
Science"’ employed here a man to do its 
defensive work who really had the ability 
to make the best of a bad matter, but 
the efforts of the new champion are so 
absurd as to indicate that ‘‘ mother" is 
herself suffering from a severe attack of 
ingrowing economy. The man’s “ other 
side,” instead of making the Stamford 
case better, makes it obviously worse, since 
it shows that while the child treated by 
the “‘ healer’’ died, those under the care of 
a doctor are rapidly getting well—as was 
to be expected, since they received intelli- 
gent attention soon after their illness be- 
gan, and presumably profited by the in- 
valuable remedy with which the science 
that needs no quotation marks has provid- 
ed for combating diphtheria. 


—A story that is significant as well as 
amusing comes from Cleveland to illustrate 
the intelligent care with which the Czar 
is protected by his police from the machina- 
tions of foreign plotters. It seems that 
Prof. THoMas EDWARD OLIVER, recently of 
the Western Reserve University and now 
of the University of Illinois, who never in 
his life did anything more desperate or 
dangerous than teach the Romance lan- 
guages to young Americans with none too 
much knowledge of their own tongue, re- 
cently indulged himself with the amiable 
distraction of making a somewhat extended 
wedding trip through Europe. Neither he 
nor his wife encountered the slightest dif- 
ficulties or excited the slightest suspicion 
in official minds until they ventured to 
cross the Russian frontier. That done, 
however, there was grim trouble the very 
first time their trunks were searched for 
contraband. Everything found was passed 
as innocent until at the very bottom of 
one—it was doubtless the Professor’s—the 
zealous guardians o& the Empire discovered 
some pieces of newspaper, cut in mysteri- 
ous shapes and neatly folded. Instantly 
all was excitement in that vicinity, and the 
two travelers were subjected to stern in- 
quiries that pointed straight to prison, with 
Siberia along the same line a little pro- 
longed. Unaided by his Romance lan- 
guages, Prof. OLIVER’s attempt, under his 
wife’s coaching, to explain that the sinister 
documents were merely a shirt pattern 
which was on its way to Mrs. OLIVER’s 
mother from another daughter in Amer- 
lca was received as next door to a con- 
fession of something particularly dread- 
ful, and though after several hours of 
voluble discussion it was decided that the 
travelers could continue on their journey, 
the pattern was sternly confiscated. All 
this happened in Finland, and as it was 
just after BoprRikorr was assassinated, the 
professor says he did not even dare to 
laugh openly at the episode, since at that 
time any manifestation of open joy was 
treated as treasonable and a sufficient 
reason for arrest. 


—Quite ignoring the fact that to receive 
messages by wireless telegraphy is one 
thing, and to send such messages another 
that requires the use of an apparatus vastly 
more elaborate, the St. Louls balloonists 
are indulging in characteristic exaggera- 
tions of their achievement last week in 
projecting communications from the ground 
that were caught in midair by a passenger 
hanging to one of their big gas bags. Again 
they have done something that has in its 
way no theoretical or scientific difficulties, 
4nd again it. is something that is of no 
practical utility. For in the few uses to 
which balloons are put—their employment 
in war, for example—what is wanted is not 
the ability to send messages to the aero- 
naut, but to get messages from hint, and 
thie will not be done until he can carry 
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oft machinery much heavier and more 
powerful than any yet supported by his 
precarious device. Balloons apparently 
have a very disturbing effect upon the 
judgment of everybody that has anything 
to do with them, and the frequency with 
which great promises are made in their be- 
half is only equaled by that with which the 
promises are broken. 


——When one ship or two or three report 
having seen in uncharted seas an island 
which other ships going that way afterward 
were unable to find, it is usual to assume 
that the men who saw were mistaken and 
that the men who didn’t see convicted them 
of it. The American Syren suggests that 
possibly the seeing of islands where later 
it is proved that no islands exist has an- 
other explanation than that of human falli- 
bility—and the other explanation isn’t hu- 
man mendacity, either. The commander of 
the exploring ship Discovery, which just 
returned to England from the antarctic 
seas, took particular pains to hunt for a 
rocky islet midway between New Zealand 
and the southern end of South America, 
the existence of which was reported by 
Capt. DouGHERTY in 1841 and again twenty 
years later by Capt. Keats. They described 
it as about seven miles long and rising to 
a helght of 300 feet. The Discovery could 
find nothing of the sort in the region indi- 
cated by the earlier yoyagers, though the 
weather was exceptionally clear, and what 
it did find was soundings of 2,500 fathoms, 
or nearly three miles, Still The Syren is not 
ready to insist that the island was a myth 
or a delusion. “It has been said,’’ it rea- 
sons, “ that the Bermudas and Azores were 
thrust up above the ocean’s surface by vol- 
eanic action, while some maintain that 
they are the sole remains of the mythical 
submerged continent of Atlantis. If we ac- 
cept the story of the lost continent, may we 
not with equal reason account for the dis- 
appearance of the South Pacific island? It 
is true that water three miles deep covers 
the spot, but that is a trifle to the thou- 
sands of miles that extend to the centre of 
the earth, If some violent convulsion of the 
earth’s interior could annihilate a conti- 
nent, we may readily believe that a similar 
disturbance could wipe out all traces of a 
solitary island in a remote sea. With no 
human eye or ear to witness the cataclysm 
an unsolved mystery would be thus creat- 
ed.”’ This doesn’t rank high as science, but 
there certainly is a suggestion in it that 
may do much for the reputation as observ- 
ers of not a few mariners who have made 
dots on the chart only to have the dots 
erased in later years.

FOR PSYCHIC RESEARCH. 


Institute Recently Founded—Needs 
Funds to Aid in Its Work. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

An important institute, intended to be of 
a National character, has been founded in 
this city for the purpose of organizing cer- 
tain scientific investigations while it con- 
ducts in one of its fields a system of phil- 
anthropic work. Its needs are the subject 
of this brief explanation. It has been in- 
corporated as the American Institute for 
Scientific Research. It is not to be asso- 
ciated with any form of teaching or proga- 
gandism, whether philosophical, scientific, 
or religious, but is modeled after the Car- 
negie Institution in Washington, except 
that it will be permanently limited to a 
definite field of work, comprising two more 
or less distinct classes of phenomena. Mod- 
eled. as it is, after the institution men- 
tioned, this institute will not engage di- 
rectly in investigations, but will supervise 
endowments and subsidies for such men 
and bodies of men as are qualified to con- 
duct philanthropy and investigation in the 
fields which the work is to occupy. But as 
the two departments of work are some- 


what different, only one of them offering 
opportunities for philanthropy, it will be | 


necessary to consider them apart. The two 
fields comprehend abnormal and alleged 
supernormal psychology, or psychic re- 
search. The former may be called psycho- 
pathology. I shall explain both and their 
relation to the institute. , 

The first to be noticed is that of psychic 
research, though it does not come first 
in the official objects of the institute. The 
institute will not engage officially in any 
investigations connected with this field, 
but will act as a custodian of funds to be 
devoted to it, and will see that the properly 
qualified persons or bodies of persons shall 
be aided in any legitimate way to do their 
work. The society already occupied with 
the subject will not be prejudicially affect- 
ed by the plans of the institute, but, on 
the contrary, may be in a position to be 
benefited by them. It would certainly re- 
celve respectful consideration wherever 
legitimate co-operation might be effected. 

It is certainly high time that this ficid 
should receive the attention of the scien- 
tific world in some other manner than 
mere recognition. The scandal of science 
is that it has not been endowed as many 
less worthy causes have been. The gen- 
eral plan, which has been incorporated, 
has the indorsement of fifteen leading psy- 
chologists, teachers, and physicians, nearly 
all of them connected with universities. 
They comprise men of Harvard University, 
Clarke University, Columbia University, 
Pennsylvania University, Cincinnati Uni- 
versity, Indiana State University, and oth- 
ers, 

There is a large class of people who 
wholly misunderstand the real respecta- 
bility of this work, and who suppose that 
it is associated with the crankiness of the 
day. For them I wish to mention a small 
list of the chief founders and supporters at 
the work. This list will give some meas- 
ure of the respectability and importance 
attaching to the investigation, and thus 
remove the inexcusable misapprehensions 
about it in this country. Among the men 
back of this work are and were: 

Lord Rayleigh, D. C. L., F. R. S., the Mar- 
quis of Bute, K. T., The Bishop of Ripon, 
Hon. William E. Gladstore, Lord Tenny- 
son, Jchn Ruskin, LL. D., D. C. L., Sir Will- 
iam Crookes, F. R. S., the Earl of Craw- 
ford and Balcarres, K. T., F. R. S., Sir Oli- 
ver Lodge, F. R. S., Hon. Arthur Balfour, 
Prime Minister of England; Prof. Balfour 
Stewart, Owens College, Manchester; Prof. 
W. F. Barrett, Royal College of Science, 
Dublin; Prof. J. C. Adams, The Observa- 
tory, Cambridge; Prof. Henry Sidgwick, 
Cambridge; Prof. Bernheim, H6pital Civil, 
Nancy; Prof, Boutlerof, University of Pe- 
tersburg; Prof. Charles Richet, Physiologi-

This list is but a small part of the class 
supporting the investigation, and it makes 
social indifference to it inexcusable among 
those seeking intellectual respectability, 
and it ought to be deemed one of the great- 
est privileges to put this scientific work 
on a solid financial basis, as it promises 
more for the race than any investigation 
ever undertaken by man. It matters not 
what the outcome may be, this judgment 
holds good. But there is reason to be- 
lieve that, if judicially managed, the re- 
search may have results more important 
than any economic or industrial discovery 
imaginable. 

It will require a large endowment to put 
the work upon an adequate and permanent 
basis. But owing to the present situation 
all that is immediately sought for the sin- 
gle field of psychic research is the small 
sum of $25,000, which will enable the work 
to be carried on for two or three years 
with the publication of material now ready 
fur this, and which will later justify an 
appeal for the desired endowment. It is 
to be hoped that the intelligently disposed 
class will see that this initial sum is ob- 
tained, 

The second field, that of the psycho- 
pathology, in the end will be occupied with 
both philanthropic and scientific work, The 
institute will stand officially and publicly 
for this field. At first it can occupy itself 
only as a clearing house for the cases and 
phenomena which interest the student of 
abnormal psychology and the philanthro- 
pist. The business of the institute will be, 
without any prejudice to, or competition 
with, other men or bodies of men equally 
interested, to organize and centralize the 
work done all over the country in this 
field. Committees of medical men and 
properly qualified psychologists will have to 
be organized for the coilection and study 
of cases and the reporting of results for 
classification and publication, which the in- 
dividual cannot undertake, with the hope 
that in the end valuable material for scien- 
tific generalizations and practical use may 
be obtained. 

As soon as possible the institute would 
see that a proper clinic for the study and 
therapeutic treatment of certain types of 
functional diseases of mind, insanity, hal- 
lucination, secondary personality, and such 
troubles as may be made to yield to hyp- 
notic suggestion. The type of institution 
here in mind is that of the Salpetriere under 
Pierre Janet or the Clinic of Berillon in 
Paris. At present it is well-nigh impossible 
for many physicians to apply suggestion 
with hypnosis, owing to the absurd miscon- 
ception of the subject by the public, though 
they favor its use when other methods fail 
or when it is wise to use it. 

A moderate sum would organize the clear- 
ing house function of the institute, including 
the publication of results. But it would 
require a large sum to establish the other 
part of the work. The object is to co- 
operate, not to compete, with existing work 
and interests in this field. The class of 
men supporting such work can be seen on 
ecensulting any reliable body on insanity 
and hypnotism, such as Dr. Milne Bram- 
well's. 

It is in the interest of this work in both 
fields that Mr. and Mrs. C. Griswoid 
Bourne, Central Park West, have opened 
their house to a series of private meet- 
ings where the importance and sanity of 
the work can be properly presented. The 


first task is to disillusion the public as to 
the nature of it. 

I may add that the Board of Trustees for 
the institute has not yet been completed. 
But Prof, William James of Harvard Uni- 
versity, Dr. Minot J. Savage, and Dr. R. 
Heber Newton are on the board, and it is 
intended to complete it with the selection 
of men having an equal standing in the 
country.

‘““A Mass Meeting on the Subject of Mars 
riage and Divorce,’ as it was adv 
on the cards of invitation, was held 
day afternoon at St. Agnes’s Chapel, a 
Columbus Avenue and Ninety-second Street) 


The Rev. William T. Manning, rector of”-_ 


the chapel, said in his introductory remarks 
that it- was not intended to criticise the 
general convention by what would be said, 
but the laymen who spoke, including 
Francis A. Lewis of Philadelphia and Silas 
McBee, the editor of The Churchman, 
plainiy protested against the Church rule 
as to the remarriage of divorced persons. 

The tenor of the mass meeting, judged 
by what the speakers said, was that the 
“divorce evil,’’ especially remarriage of 
divorced persons, threatened the sanctity 
of the American home, the cornerstone upon 
which the social system rested. This idea 
Bishop Coadjutor David H. Greer, who 
was perhaps brought out most strongly by 
said: 

“It is a growing and spreading cancer 
spot in the Nation’s body whose remedy is 
the knife. You may not temporize with. 
it; it must be cut out by the roots.” 

The Chairman of the meeting wag the 
Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix, rector of Trinity. 
He explained at the outset that it was not 
intended by this or subsequent meetings te 
expound a propaganda regarding the di- 
vorce evil. ‘‘ Agitate and educate are the 
proper words,’ he said. ‘“ Let the world 
agitate. It is our duty to educate.” 

Bishop Greer began by saying that there 
were no*words in the English vocabulary 
so dear to Americans as “home” and 
“Nation.”” He said that, in his opinion, thi 
Nation needed something more than im 
dustrial development and territorial ex 
pansion—that it needed also to secure the 
home. | 

“This question,” he said, ‘is not only a 
social and a religious question, but a pa- 
triotic one as well. Now as never before 
are forces at work in the Republic menac- 
ing the security of the home, I do not wish 
to be understood as saying that the great 
majority of American homes are not the 
happy abodes of virtue, but I see a great’ 
danger in the ever-increasing number of | 
divorces, which exceed those of all the 
rest of Christendom. | 

“The remedy is that the Church insist | 
that the marriage relation may not be dis- 
soived save for one cause only—death. 
There may, perhaps, be an excuse for sepa- 
ration, but the Church should sanction no 
separation which will make reconciliation | 
impossible. 

“That is the ideal which we must hold 
up kefore the American people, and streng- 
ly and persistently insist upon it. ‘This 
may net cure the awful sores but it will 
do much toward that end. This its the 
ideal, and it is to an ideal that the human 
heart ever leaps. When it comes to moral 
considerations, there is nothing to whic 


men so quickly respond as a great and 
high ideal.’’ 

Francis A. Lewis of Philadelphia began 
by citing figures in regard to divorees: 
‘**In the thirty-four years between 1869 and 
1901,"" he said, ‘‘ there were only 69 di- 
vorces in the Dominion of Canada. In the 
United States there were in that 
700,000. That means that the homes of 
not less than 1,400,000 persons -were deso- 
lated, and that as many children at least . 
were robbed of their real home. At the 
present ratio of increase the next thirty~ , 
four years will see 3,000,000 divorces, with 
the resultant evils, 

‘“‘As Chairman of the committee of tha 
American Bar Association recently ap- 
pointed to work in the several State Legis- 
lathres for the purpose of securing uniform 
legislation on divorce throughout’ the 
States, I met a Chairman of a committee 
who told me first to go to the clergymen 
to correct the evil I was working to cor- 
rect. ‘It is the clergymen of your various 
churches who do this thing, who remarry 
these people,’ he told me. 

‘* And I regret to say that he was right. 
It is true in part at least, of our clergy- 
men, although I hepe that it will be less 
true now that the new canon has gone into 
effect. The clergymen of Boston indig- 
nantly denied this statement when I made 
it there the other day. They pointed to 
their Book of Discipline and said such a 
thing was impossible. Their Book of Dis- 
cipline is all right, but they do not live up 
to it. I have yet to know of a single case 
of divorced persons wishing to remarry 
who had to go to a civil authority to have 
the marriage ceremony performed. They 
ean always go to some church te do it, and 
to get some clergyman to give them the 
blessings of religion. 

‘““We should tell such persons that if the 
civil authorities are good enough to give 
them their divorce they ought to be good 
enough to remarry them. But they do not 
want such a remarriage. By having the 
Church sanction remarriage they hope to 
make the thing reputable—hore to make a 
reputable thing out of that which is gener- 
ally considered disrenutable, 

‘Tet us make remarriage like treason. 
an odious thing, so that any clergyman 
who dares to perform one will find that he 
has to reckon with an indignant Chris 
people. : 

Silas McBee, editor of The Chure 
began by saying that a lawyer had wel 
described the old Church canon on divorce 
when he said that any good lawyer could 
drive a coach and four through it. “ The 
new canon is a slight improvement im a 
police sense,” he said. “It makes fe- 
marriage more difficult. It makes it hard- 
er for the innocent party to prove 
innocence. But the great pity. is that the 
Chureh still sanctions remarriage while 
either husband or wife is still living. The 
ideal to strive for is the absolute pro- 
hibition of remarriage for any cause - 
ever. If remarriage is allowed for. one ™ 
eause it ought to be allowed for others. 
Your object must be to obliterate the old 
canon entirely. 

** At the present time every Church 
tions divorce. You will say at once; 
Roman Catholic Church does not.’. But / 
even that Church has found a way to @m- | 
nul marriages, and that is in some re-= 
spects even more terrible than divorce. | 
As the case now stands in that Chureh no / 
priest can tell whether the marriage which 
he is performing will stand.

‘In this regard the State of South

WM. C. WHITNEY EULOGIZED 


Patrick Francis Murphy Repeats His 
Success of Last Year as an 
After-Dinner Speaker. 


Yesterday’s luncheon of the National 
Horse Show Association at Madison Square 
Garden was practically the celebration of 
the reaching of its majority, as it was 
twenty-one years ago that the association 
was brought into existence through the ef- 
forts of a few lovers of the horse, who at 
that time had no idea that it would ever 
become the fashionable function it has, or 
that its annual show would mark the open- 
ing of the fashionable season. 

Chief of the “‘ old guard ’’ who were pres- 
ent, as they have been at every show the 
association has held, were Cornelius Fel- 
lowes, F. K. Sturgis, H. H. Hollister, John 
G. Heckscher, J. T. Hyde, A. Newbold Mor- 
ris. J. H. Alexandre, David Bonner, J. H. 
Bradford, R. F. Carman, Hamilton W. 
Cary, Albert C. Hall, Thomas Hitchcock, 
Jr., and H. K. Bloodgeod. Mr. Fellowes, 
now the President of the association, called 
the attention of the two hundred or more 
who were gathered to discuss the luncheon 
to the fact that the coming show promised 
to be the greatest in the history of the as- 
sociation. Then there were loud cries for 
* Murphy,” and attention was directed to- 
ward Patrick Francis Murphy, seated at 
the table on the outer rim of the horseshoe 
in which the guests were arranged. 

Mr. Murphy had made a hit a year ago in 
the most unexpected fashion with a speech 
full of fun mingled with philosophy, one 
that warmed the cockles of the hearts of all 
his hearers, and won him a place as a 
shining light among after-dinner orators. 
So there was hearty applause for him yes- 
terday when he rose and placidly faced the 
cheering throng about him. His opening 
compliment, prefaced with a funny story, 
told the sentiment of all the guests when he 
remarked: ‘‘ Had it not been for this par- 
ticular President and Board of Directors 
we never should have known what a Horse 
Show truly is, at least not one of the qual- 
ity and distinction that this institution now 
occupies in this country. The management 
seems to be possessed of that lost genius 
of the great artist, the gift of omission, in 
knowing what not to do and what not to 
see. 

“Twenty-one years ago,’’ he said, “ the 
Horse Show began io roll the relentless 
wheels of time over on its own account, and 
now, in 1904, it turns up smiling, the hardi- 
est of all hardy annuals. This Horse Show 
represents the human nature of a vast com- 
munity that regards life not as a Pilgrim's 
Progress but as a Vanity Fair. It brings 
together more well-bred, handsomely gowned 
women every year than are ever assembled 
at any function in any city in the world, 
proving conclusively that the horse is a 
truly useful animal. 

“With the opening of the Horse Show 
the pendulum of pleasure begins its swing 
and helps to illustrate the truth of that de- 
licious Irishism, 

*“* The best of all ways to add to one’s days 

Is to take a few hours from the night.’ 

“This Horse Show is the midcurrent of 
fashion, and as every woman desires to be 
in the swim she will be on hand in all her 
glory and beauty and finery. And, apropos 
of this, it may be stated that a club has re- 
cently been organized in the city for the im- 
provement of the art of conversation. It is 
a superfluity. Its intention is to make its 
members particularly agreeable in society. 
Yet when we walk about among the parties 
who grace the boxes and hear the com- 
ments on literature, on science, and art we 
think it is.a society that is not needed, for 
right here is the training school for con- 
wersation, and the Directors of the asso- 
elation might take the wind out of that so- 
cieiy’s sails by advertising in connection 
with other attractions of the show, * Prices 
moderate; conversation magnificent.’ ”’ 

Regarding the certainty of fashionable at- 
tendance he casually remarked: * Fashion 
has fixed a law that the Horse Show shail 
set the pace for our fashionable life, and 
every one knows that the laws of fashion 
are the only ones that women will not 
knowingly break.” 

For the squabbles as between judges and 
exhibitors he had some quiet little jabs, 
intimating that ‘‘ no one is infallible, even 
the younvest of us,’’ even in the awarding 
of blue ribbons. ‘* The pride of the farm 
is brought here,’ he said, ** expecting recog- 
nition ani reward, for the horse breeder is 
very like the mother who believes that the 
deformed one among her children is the 
very chief of her flock. In his locality this

ut when he comes here and meets the best 
that the country has the owner finds that 
the old farm horse is but a good horse 
amongc kings, and that, much as it is in 
heaven, angels are nobody in particular.” 

"He who breeds thoroughbreds must be 
a thoroughbred himself,”” was an aphorism 
that elicited the liveliest applause. 

In closing his remarks he paid a tribute 
to the lat> William © Whitney, who had 
always been an attendant at the luncheons 
of the Horse Show Association as well as 
active in the management of its affairs. 

“I am specially reminded, Mr. President 
and Directors,” he said, “that since last 
year the mills of time have diminished your 
number. A hand that can be clasped no 
more is missing. Lincoln said. ‘He who 
lives in the hearts he leaves behind him 
does not die,’ and high in the list of the 
favored sons of this association will ever 
be found the name of Whitney. In all the 
abodes of men who have lived and been 
loved there was none of whom it could more 
aptly and truly be said that he was the 
ideal conception of an American gentleman. 
Gifted with a wide diversity of talent. he 
cne moment suggested the keen man of af- 
fairs and the next the light-hearted, warm- 
blooded sportsman. Some one may occupy his 
place in the management of this associa- 
tion. No one can fill it. The dying words 
of Cecil Rhodes seem to be most appropri- 
ate to him: ‘So much to do, so little done.’

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TRIBUTE TO A. H. GREEN. 


Wreath on Graye—Eulogy by One of 
His Associates. 


Yesterday was the anniversary of the 
death of Andrew H. Green, the “ Father of 
Greater New York,” and the members of 
Mr. Green’s family and a number of his 
devoted friends gathered at his grave in 
Worcester, Mass., and placed a wreath 
upon his grave. After that Albert E. 
Henschel, who was Mr. Green's private 
secretary and also the secretary of the 
Greater New York Commission, paid a 
tribute to Mr. Green’s memory. 

Mr. Henschel said: 

“With reverent hands I lay this wreath 
upon the earthly remains of my friend 


and preceptor, whose gentle deeds of kind- 
ness will ever remain fresh in my memory. 
In the years of intimate association with 
this excellent man I have learned to value 
the high qualities of mind and heart that 
made him one of the most eminent and use- 
ful citizens of the Commonwealth. 

“His sense of duty, indomitable cour- 
age, rugged, aggressive, uncompromising 
honesty, manly independence, unfailing sa- 
gacity, and unremitting industry were 
characteristic factors of his successful 
career. These traits were mingled with a 
walk of life singularly pure, open, simple, 
beautiful; modest and unassuming, free 
from all stamp of show or luxury, almost 
always engrossed in study, his mind was 
ever occupied with the planning of new 
works wherewith to benefit the people. 

“It is difficult to fathom the true ex- 
tent of the public loss when a year ago 
to-day the assassin’s bullet struck down 
one of nature’s noblemen—a hero who 
fought the people's battle, attacking wrong 
and corruption wherever it might be found 
and no matter how strongly intrenched. 
It is sad to contemplate that this kind, 
good, genial man, whose blameless life has 
been a series of good deeds done, should 
fall a victim to the mistaken frenzy of a 
maniac. 

“Let us study and emulate the example 
of his life. Let us dedicate ourselves_to 
complete what he has left unfinished. Let 
us honor his memory in the way that would 
have been most pleasing to him—by car- 
rying forward the public amelioration ac- 
cording to his ideals.”’ 


KNOXVILLE’S DISASTROUS FIRE. 


Havoc Caused in Gay Street by Flames 
and Explosion.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 3—The dis- 
astrous fire which started on the east side 
of Gay Street here early this morning is 
the third within four years to damage the 
same block. In this instance the flames 
were first seen to dart out of the five-story 
building occupied by the Woodruff Hard- 
ware Company by a man who was standing 
across the street. Before the fire had been 
extinguished a of about $230,000 had 
been caused. 

The big building burned so rapidly that 
in thirty-five minutes after it had started 
the entire structure was in ruins. About 
forty minutes after the fire had begun 
there was an explosion which shook the 
entire city. It blew out the window glass 
in every Gay Street business house within 
a distance of two blocks. Several persons 
suffered injuries, most of them from the 
flying glass, the most serious befalling a 
pipeman with the North Knoxville Com- 
pany, who had both thigh-bones fractured. 
The explosion is believed to have been 
caused by dynamite or powder stored in 


the building. 

When the Woodruff Building fell it 
seemed possible that the blaze would be 
confined to that building alone. After a 
time, however, the adjoining building, oc- 
cupied by Arnold, Henegar & Davis, whole- 
sale shoe merchants, caught fire, and tons 
of water had to be poured upon it in order 
to save the building and the stock. Several 
timer also the flames leaped across the 
str .t and the hose had to be turned on 
b' Adings there.

BISHOP POTTER DEFENDS 
THE SUBWAY TAVERN 


An Open Question How to Provide 
Enough Such Places. 


THE MAN BEHIND THE BALLOT 


Impression That Republic Can Run It- 
self a Mistake, He Says—Plea for 
Individual Responsibility. 


Bishop Potter, addressing an audience of 
the People’s Institute in Cooper Union last 
night, told his hearers how he thought they 
could best “ oil the machinery of life’’ and 
what is meant by the “ august responsibili- 
ty of the ballot.” At the close of his re- 
marks he also had something to say bearing 
on the purpose of the Subway Tavern. 

In the course of his address the Bishop 
expressed the opinion that domestic happi- 
ness was at the bottom of good govern- 
ment, and when he hud taken his ‘seat a 
voice in the body of the house inquired why 
it was, if ¢his were the case, such places 
as the Subway Tavern should be encour- 
aged, when liquor was regarded as a de- 
stroyer of the home. 

Bishop Potter thought for a moment and 
then told the questioner that if he would 
read the history of the Tivoli Gardens, in 
Copenhagen, he would find that there the 
problem of providing liquid refreshments 
for all the people under comparatively 
harmiess conditions had been practically 
solved; “‘and it is an entirely open ques- 
tion,”’ he added, *‘ whether such a move- 
ment as that is possible in the United 
States. I think it is.” 

“While I believe that an enormous 
amount of mischief exists in human society 
as the result of this practice,” (meaning the 
drivking of liquor,) said the Bishop, in re- 
ply to another inquiry, *‘ I do not believe in 
the smallest degree that the doctrine of 
prohibition, wherever it has been presented, 
has produced anything else than hypocrisy. 
I do believe that it is entirely possible to 
persuade rational human beings of the 
peril of intemperance an@ that that is the 
only rule for curing it.”’ 

“Tt has made me tired during the past 
week,”’ said the Bishop, ‘‘as I suppose it 
has made some of you, to hear people say, 
‘What a wonaerful election. I don’t mean 
as to its results, but as to its method. 
What an astounding thing it is that so 
many millions of people go through this 
process once in four years without flying 
at one another's throats, whatever the re- 
sult may be, and that everything moves on 
afterward just as serenely as before.’ 

‘“T have answered that it is indeed a 
great achievement. But it reminds me very 
much of what an old Scotchman sald to a 
very enthusiastic old woman who was 
coming out of his church at the close of a 
sermcn preached by that great preacher 
Dr. Chalmers. She said to the old man: 

‘*Ts the service over?’ He replied that 
it was. 

‘“*Is the sermon all done?’ she persist- 
ed. 

*““*No,’ he remarked. ‘it 
said, but it remains to be done. 

Bishop Potter said there was not an in- 
telligent man in New York who did not 
realize that the conditions. under which a 
darge proportion of New Yorkers have to 
live, are extremely unfriendly to virtue, 
cleanliness, and health. He _ referred to 
Thackeray’s allusion to sunshine in the 
home when he wrote that the man of the 
house, in sitting dédwn to his meals, offers 
grace thus: 

‘For these and all other blessing the 
Lord make us truly thankful—What, Maria, 
cold mutton again! ”’ 

“You may constitute a domestic society 
with every convenience of modern house- 
keeping,’’ Bishop Potter declared, ** but you 
haven't got the law of well-being in it until 
you have introduced something entirely in- 
dividual.” 

When in Boston recently he said a street- 
ear conductor jostled him about and man- 
aged to knock his hat askew. Then the 
condvetor turned and said: ‘I beg your 
pardon.’ 

“When we got to the next corner,” said 
Bishop Potter, ‘‘ 1 invited the conductor to 
get off with me and have his picture taken. 
I told him that I had lived in New York 
forty years and been knocked about con- 
stantly during that time in street cars and 
never before had any employe beg my par- 
don. 

“The impression that the Republic can 
run itself without our aid is a mistaken 
one. ‘The man behind the gun’ Its a sig- 
niticant phrase, but ‘the man behind the 
ballot’ is equally significant. Our whole 
orgainization to-day is toward the _ sub- 
merging of the individual, but the most 
tremendous revolution that ever entered the 
world was brought about by an individual 
who was profoundly indifferent to the 
mechanism of organization,”’ 

One of the questions he was asked to an- 
swer was this: 

“‘Why is it that, if the voice of the peo- 
ple is the voice of God, the last election 
was so disastrous?’’ 

“f don't believe that the voice of the 
people is always the voice of God,” replied 
the Bishop.

Charles F. Sprague of Brookline, one of the 
richest young widows in the country, is to 
wed Edward Brandegee of Utica, N. Y., at 
St. Stephen’s Church, in this city, next 
Thursday.

Weld’s granddaughters and inherited a 
fortune, which is to-day at least $8,000,000. 
Her husband, Congressman Charles F.

Her estate in 
Brookline is magnificent. 


RALPH TRAUTMANN’S DEATH. 


Fusion Candidate for Sheriff — 
Prominent in German Circles. 


Ralph Trautmann, Fusionist candidate 
for Sheriff in the last city election, who 
had been ill of heart disease for nearly 
a year, died on Saturday at his home, 118 
West Eighty-fifth Street. 

Mr. Trautmann was born at Coblentz 
in 1842, and when seven years old he came 
to America with his father, who settled in 
St. Louis. He began his business career 
as a messenger boy in a St. Louis dry 
goods store, where, at the end of two 
years, he was promoted to a responsible 
place. 

He moved to New York in 1857 and 
found employment in a shirt manufactur- 
ing establishment, becoming manager of 
the firm’s warehouse shortly afterward. 
In 1861 he went to Leavenworth, Kan., 
and the year following entered the army 
as a scout under the command of Capt. 
Will Teough. Here he won honorable men- 
tion for gallentry. When the scouts were 
mustered out Mr. Trautmann remained in 
the Indian Territory as an Indian trader. 
He became friendly with the Cherokee, 
Seminole, Choctaw, Chickasaw, and other 
tribes. In 1868 he returned to New York 
and /engagéed in the glass business with 


William A. Demuth. The following year 
he juined the firm of A. C. Kaufman, im- 
porters and manufacturers of lithographs, 
and in 1874 he established the house of 
Trautmann & Co. 

Mr. Trautmann became a member of the 
Inter-State Palisades Commission in 1900, 
and shortly afterward was appointed by 
the President one of a commission of five 
to report on conditions at Ellis Island. He 
was a trustee of the German Society, 
whose first President was Baron von Steu- 
ben. He was First Vice President of the 
Liederkranz, having many times declined 
its Presidency, and was affiliated with 
the German Polyclinic Hospital, the Isa- 
Bella Home, the German Hospital, the 
Social Science Society, the New York Turn 
Verein, the Arkwright Club, the Arion So- 
ciety, and various other social bodies. He 
is survived by a widow. 


ANDREW J. MEAD DEAD. 


Was the Founder of Manhattan, Kan., 
and Retired Hardware Merchant. 


Andrew J. Mead, the founder of Man- 
hattan, Kan., and for may years a well 
known hardware merchant of this city and 
Cincinnati, died at his home at Yonkers 
on Saturday. Mr. Mead was one of the 
oldest residents of Yonkers, having been 
born eighty-nine years ago at Walton N. 
Y. When he was thirteen years of age he 
came to New York City and entered the 
employ of the old hardware firm of William 
N. Seymour & Co, as a clerk. A 
few years later he went into the hardware 
business on his own account and continued 
until 1843. At that time he left New York 
to accept a place with a Cincinnati firm, 
where he remained until 1846, when he em- 
barked in the wholsale hardware business 
in that city. 

In 1874 Mr. Mead withdrew from mer- 
cantile pursuits and decided to make a tour 
of the Mississippi Valley. This idea led 
his friends to suggest that he take the 


leadership in founding a town in Kansas. 
That town was Manhattan, and to-day it 
is the seat of an Agricultural College 
which has an enrollment of 1200 students. 
One of Mr. Mead’s associates in the work 
was Gen. Thomas Mead, who died in Yon- 
kers several years ago. After leaving Kan- 
sas, Mr. Mead lived for a while in New 
Orleans. In 1890 he returned to New York 
and in 1898 with his nephew, Edward R. 
Mcbkaury, moved to Yonkers., The funeral 
will be held to-morrow at Yonkers.

NEW YORK TURF YEAR — 
WILL END TO-MORROW 


Aqueduct Meeting Will Bring Met- 
ropolitan Season to a Close. 


LEADING WINNING STABLES 


H. B. Duryea, James R. Keene, and E. R. 
Thomas Establishments Have Won 
Half a Million in 1904. 


With just two days left of the New 
York racing season, stirring times are 
in prospect for the last sport of 1904 at 
Aqueduct. The turf year in the State ends 
to-morrow, when the last chance to win 
this side of Washington will be offered to 
horsemen. Late as is the season and bad 
as has been the weather for the past few 
days, however, the great stables of the 
Eastern turf still are represented at the 
Queens County track, and the promise is 
that the leaders on the list of winners 
will figure in the racing to the very end. 
James R. Keene, second largest winner 
of the year, is represented in the entries 
for this afternoon’s races, while for the 
feature event of the last day of metropoli- 
tan racing this season the Roslyn Handi- 
cap, for three-year-olds at one mile, the 
horses regarded as probable starters in- 
clude entries from the stables of H. B. 
Duryea, James R. Keene, Sydney Paget, 
and R. T. Wilson, Jr., all prominent on 
the winning list. 

With all their efforts though, Messrs, 
Duryea and Keene have not been re- 
markably successful at either of the late 
meetings of the year, and-there has been 
no change in their relative places on 
the winning list. The Duryea stable, which 
iucludes all the horses of the William C. 
Whitney stable, holds first place securely, 
but though Mr. Duryea has kept the horses 
bought in. his interest at the“Whitney dis- 
persal sale in training and racing long 
after the usual period for the big estab- 
lishments to go to Winter quarters, in the 
hope of increasing the stable’s earnings 
to the $200,000 mark, the total winnings 
tor the year fall a trifle short of that 
figure. 

Mr. Keene’s horses made a slight gain 
on the lead of the Duryea stable at Ja- 
maica and Aqueduct, but still are $30,000 
behind the Duryea horses, while the Thomas 
horses are about $15,000 behind the Keene 
thoroughbreds. It is indicative of the gen- 
eral prosperity of the turf in New York, 
however, that the three stables in the ag- 
gregate have won a half million dollars 
in the racing season ‘or since the opening 
of the Aqueduct Spring meeting om April 15. 

The next three stables on the list—Sydney 
Paget, Newton Bennington, and John A. 
Drake—earned about, $300,000 more, making 
a total of $800,000 to the credit as winnings 
of the first six stables of the East. The 
prosperity has not been confined to the 
wealthy owners, for all the racing associa- 
tions of the East earned handsome divi- 
dends for their stockholders at the Spring 
and early Summer meetings, though patron- 
age fell off sharply at the Fall meetings. 

Hildebrand is just as securely first among 
the riders as his chief employer is among 
the owners.

Magistrate, Whose Clerk Was Killed, 
Won’t Let Her See Dead Husband

After having spent the night in a cell 
at the Fourth Street Police Station - Long 
Island City, Mrs. Josephine Noble was ar- 
raigned before Magistrate Smith in the 
First District Poiice Court of Queens yes- 
terday afternoon and held without bail on 
a charge of having murdered her husband, 
Paton Noble, Chief Clerk of the same court 
and a brother of Surrogate Daniel Noble 
of Jamaica. The woman was arrested early 
yesterday morning after neighbors had 
found her husband dead in their apart- 
ment with two bullet wounds in his breast. 

The charge against Mrs. Noble was made 
vy Policeman John F. Deboe of the Fourth 
Street Station. He was the first police- 
man to arrive on the scene of the shoot- 
ing and the r.an who placed her under 
arrest. In an affidavit he charged the 
weman with “ willfully, feloniously, and in- 
tentionally causing the death her hus-

According to the policeman’s story Mrs. 
Noble, who had been on the verge of hys- 
teria and who persistently had refused to 
enter the parlor where the body of her 
husband was lying, but had remained 
standing in the hal! at the head of the 
Stairs, broke down and said: 

The Kid” hit me and I shot him.” 

The “ Kid" was a pet name which 
Noble often used in speaking of her hus- 
band.

When Magistrate Smith at last took up 
the case Mrs. Noble said she wished to en- 
ier a plea of not guilty and to have an ad- 
journment so as to be able to consult her 
lawvyer. The Magistrate then adjourned 
the case until Wednesday. Nov. 23, and 
committed the prisoner to the county jail 
without bail pending the examination. 

‘May I go to the house and have a look 
at my husband on the way to jail?’ asked 
Mrs. Noble.

The bakers’ unions which have been mak- 
ing a fight to get the boss bakers to put he 
union label on loaves have run against the 
opposition of the women customers. The 
women, it appears, are willing to have the 
label on almost anything but on 
and the boss bakers must defer to 
their customers. They are 
willing to pay union wages and grant the 
ten-hour workday, but when it comes to 
sticking a paper label on the loaves they 
say thelr customers ought to have a voice 
in the matter. 

On behalf of a committee appointed by 
the Central Federated Union to try to push 
the union label among the bakers, James 
McCabe, delegate of the Gold Beaters’ 
Union, reported to the Central Federated 
Union yesterday that he had found the 
bosses very much averse to the label. They 
told the committee they could not get over 
the antipathy of the women to the union 
label on loaves. 

‘On everything but bread,’ continued 
McCabe, ** the women are all right on the 
‘nion label. But it is ‘No, thank you,’ 
when a loaf with the union label is given 
to them. They are afraid that they might 
without knowing it eat the label. You 
know women are very particular.” 

Several of the married delegates who 
were present acknowledged this by nodding 
their heads vigorously. The delegates of 
the bakers’ unions said they couldn't see 
why women objected to the union label on 
bread, but McCabe retorted that the ob- 
jection existed all the same.

Preparations for Renewing ‘Fight 
in the Spring. 


ALLIANCE PLAN SUBMITTED 


Favors Single Representation of the 
Same Trade—Referred to Refer- 
endum Vote. 


Every effort is now being made by the 
unions engineering the new Board of Build- 
ing Trades to have it in working order be- 
fore Jan. 1 so that in case the unions that 
are locked out are forced into acquiescence 
in the present conditions the struggle may 
be renewed in the Spring. This kind of 
acquiescence, they say, means a continu- 
ance in the fight at the first opportunity, 
and next Spring strikes on a large scale 
instead of a lockout are predicted. The 
Committee on Plan and Scope for the new 
central body which is to take the place of 
the Building Trades Alliance submitted a 
report at a meeting of the unions at Fifty- 
sixth Street and Third Avenue yesterday. 

Among the unions represented at the 
meeting were the following: Mosaic and 
Encaustic Tile Layers’ Union, Hexagon 
Labor Club of Tile Layers’ Helpers, Na- 
tional Alliance of Painters and Decorators,

L. E. McLachlin and W. L. Beard, who 
for ten years was a secretary of the Ameri- 
can Board, and who knows the Chinese 
language, will soon go to Foochow to 


establish work there and to extend it to 
the interior towns and cities of the Fo-kein 
Province.

PARKHURST ON GOVERNMENT. 


Self-Government a_ Fiction Despite 
Declaration of Independence. 


Dr. Parkhurst preached yesterday at the 
Madison Square. Presbyterian Church upon

Self-government, if you construe 
the term strictly, is simply another name 
for anarchy. The men who are a moral 


failure, the nations that have perished, ail 
ot them owe their fall to the attempt to

vine righteousness, but by rules that men 
and nations hav» legislated for themselves 
at the suggestion of momentary expedi- 
ency. passicn, and ambition. 

“Tt Is a blemish upon the fair face of 
that document so dear to the heart of 
every true American, the Declaration of 
Independence. that it asserts that goverin- 
ments drive their -_ powers from the 
consent of the governed. That is fiction. 
One of the very reasons that we have to 
have governments Is that there are so many 
people who refuse their assent to govern- 
ment. That is why we have criminal courts 
and jails, and if all the people in this 
town who in one form or another are re- 
fusing their assent tec government were to 
be shut up, the jails required would be 
so numerous as almost to crowd upon the 
residential porticns.’
